DEATH OF MR. J. G 
‘  WILDIN. 


Snecumbed Suddenly 
Yesterday. 


It is with extreme regret that 
we have to record the death of 
Chief Preventive Officer J. C. 
Wildin, ef the Revenue Dapart- 
ment, which occurred most on- 
expectedly yesterday afternoon. 

The deceased was discavered 
by his colleagues lying in one of 
the seats in the wharfinger’s 
offca at the Canton boat wharf. 
Their first impression was that 
he was asleep, but, about half an 
hour later, when they returfed to 
call him for duty, it was ascer- 
tained that he was dead. “Dr. 
Koch was at once called and on 


‘jarrival he made an exantnation 


and pronounced that life was 


fextinet, death being due to heart 


failure. 

The body was removed from the 
wharf to the Mortuary where 
post mortem examination was 
held this morning. 

The deceased, who was only 
42 yorts of age, cama to the 


Colony just 20 years ago, joining | 


the local Police Force as acon- 
stable. He had previously serred 
inthe Navy asa Royal Marine. 
During the nine years that he 
was in the Police Force he 
showed marked efficiency, 
especially in detective wors, and 
alter rising to the rank of 
he owas in.

Trustees nominated by the 
Kwangtuog Government for e 
ucational purposes in the Provinde 
of Kwangtung. The remaining

From the foregoing it will ba 
seen that, far from an endesvour 
being made to ‘usurp China's 
Tights, the Syndicate bave 
concluded an. agreement _on 
co-pperative lines of immanse 
benefit ta the peoole of Kwang- 
tung if it proves s succesa, 
and, forther, thet the Chinese 
themselves, although sharing in 
the benefits, are asked to bear no 
expenses in proving the fields.
